The selects from both the city and

It 
has often been heard that this coun- 
try is- not threatened, but, if such is 
the case it is because of the millions

• mate end was to conquer the United 
States and the entire wealth of the 
country would go to the 
German 
treasury."

guise the whereabouts of the big 
cannon. 


"After a short pause the firing was 


•resumed. This time ten naval guns 
supplied- the obligato. 
French air 


observers were on the lookout how- 
ever, and French guns opened fire 
in their turn. The aviators signalled 
quickly that the result of the first 
salvo was most promising. 
Two 


heavy shells exploded

yards 


north of the big gun. tearing up the 
railroad tracks leading to the con- 
crete gun platform. 
The firing was 


continued getting closer and closer 
until finally two enormous

went through the camouflage. Two 
formidable explosions were heard 
and the discomfitted Germans saw 
Bertha damaged beyond repair, with 
a rent fifty feet long in the barrel.

Ypres were the chief points under 
attack by the GermaiiB in their vain 
effort to develop their success of tlie 
previous day. 
At each, although 


the fighting fluctuated during the 
day, the enemy failed to gain his ob- 
jectives and today is no further ad- 
vanced toward them than he was 
yesterday morning. 


The Erench fought

gallantry in the Locre sector inflict- 
ing severe losses on the enemy in 
his four attacks, the last of which 
carried him- into the village.

evening the French counter-attacked 
vigorously and regained the place. 


The British were no less stubborn 


in their defense of Voormezeele, at 
which point thev were obliged to 
hold fast if the line curving to the 
tast and north around Ypres was 
not to be abandoned. Today found 
them still in possession of the vil- 
lage and holding fast in the wood 
on the ridge southwest of the town. 
Several 
hundred 
prisoners were 


taken by the British in this fighting. 


There seems a quite general dispo- 


sition on the part of the military ob- 
servers to 
forecast the 
eventful 


abandonment of the Ypres salient as 
a result of the fall of Mount Kem- 
mel. It has been pointed nut by the 
British war office that this result 
will not necessarily obtain. 
It is likewise observed, however, 
that should an evacuation of Ypres 
become necessary 
the 
taking of 


Mount Kemmel has not destroyed the 
defensive value of the range of hills 
to the wesf from which it stood out 
and which have been referred to as 
the backbone of the Flanders posi- 
tion. Meanwhile the cost in men to 
:he Germans in the progress they 
lave made - without winning more 
than a tactical advantage has been 
enormous. 


On the Somme battle front the sit- 


uation has worked still more in fav- 
or of the allies. The recapture of 
Villers-Bretonneux and its dominat- 
ng high ground by the Brittsa has 
made the German tenure of 
Han- 
ga.«l to the south, extremely precar- 
ous and they "have already lost part 
of the village.

Fighting of the most 
desperate 


character attends the German

empt to enlarge on the capture of 
fount Kemmel, on the Flanders 
ront, as the Franco-British troops 
trive to hold the enemy in check. 
On the vital sector of the Picardy 
front east of Amiens^ the allied sol- 
diers nave driven the Germans from 
more of the ground they gained ear- 
lier in the week. The fall of Mount 
Kemmel is a serious blow to the se- 
curity of the salient about Ypres but 
to gain a complete victory there the 
Germans must strike quickly. Thia 
they are trying to do while the al- 
lied troops resist strenuously. While 
Kemmel's capture by the enemy does 
not mean the immediate evacuation 
of Ypres, military observers say, it 
does menace the British positions 
there and a further retirement in 
the next few days is not unlikely. 


Southwest of Ypres the Germans 
are now on a line running from the 
northwest of Bailleul through Locre, 
to La Clyt and eastward to the Ypres 
Comines canal. Field Marshal Haig 
admits a retirement along the canal 
of Ypres. Berlin also eays that the 
St Eloi, two and one half miles south 
and Berlin claims the occupation of 
prisoners in the present Flanders bat- 
tle have increased to 6500. 


Kemmel hill did not fall without 


a struggle and it remains a monu- 
ment to the bravery of a French regi- 
ment which cut off from the allied 
line, held out until surrounded on all 
sides by the Germans. The ultimate 
fate of the French-defenders, fight- 
ing tremendous odds, is not known to 
the allies. Franco-British troops at- 
tempted strong counter attacks to 
retake the hill bat were driven back 
by the Germans, wbo are using nine 
divisions on a front ot about eight 
miles. 


The German attack in the north, 


unless it can gather much greater 
momentum, does not yet threaten the 
Belgian line from Dixmnde to the 
sea, although it does affect the Brit- 
ish about Ypres. The enemy must- 
advance still further before the Bel- 
gians will be compelled to give up the 
historic line of the Yser which they 
have held for so many months. 


Successes were gained by allied 


troops in a counter attack south of 
tbe Somme from Villers-Bretonneux 
to south of Hangard. The Germans 
were driven back all along the line 
and most furious fighting raged in 
the village of Hangard, the western 
quarter of which is now held by the 
French. South of the Luce the French 
also gained enemy positions and the 
fighting still goes on. 


This success was aided greatly by 


the fact thai the British had recap- 
tared Viliers-Bretonnenx, Thursday. 
The fighting in and around Villers- 
Bretonneux. the scene of a battle in 
the war of 1870, will be notable for 
two things 
In it British and Ger- 


man tanks met for the first time and 
the Germans were worsted, 
while 


British infantry wearing gas masks 
for probably the first time in an at- 
tack, retook the Tillage from the 
Germans who had hurriedly donned 
gas masks under a heavy attack of 
gas shells. 


General Radcliffe, director of mil-

CUTTING OUT POLITICS. 


The suggestion is receiving wide 


approval, that politics be cut out of 
the fall campaigns, and that men of 
all parties unite to send back to 
Washington the men who have faith- 
fully supported the war efforts of 
the government. 
Certainly the time 


is inappropriate for one of our typi- 
cal political campaigns, with their 
self-seeking and rush for personal 
preferment. 
It is no time for party 


rivalries. What we need is to win 
the war. 
The less partisan feeling 


there is this fall, the better. 


A hot party contest will hamper 


the government in its effort to pros- 
ecute the war. 
It will give the 


enemy the idea tha_t the war policy 
of the government does not meet 
popular approval. When war comes, 
the best policy is to continue along 
the men who are in power at the 
tim'e, adjourning the traditional dis- 
putes to a time more favorable for 
adjusting them. 


The old party issues should be 


considered as dead in war-time. We 
are not thinking now about the tar- 
riff or the currency or the old stock 
arguments or battlegrounds. 
The 


old issues will not bring a hurrah on 
the stump. The only thing our peo- 
ple want is to come through with the 
war with honor and speed, to get 
the thing accomplished and over 
with. Any attempt to draw the old 
lines and make people follow the old 
leaders is impertinent now. 


The very best thing that could 


happen would be to keep congress 
about on its present basis, leaving 
at home only some who have tried 
to block the war plans and cater to 
the pro-German vote. We want no 
hot partisan debates in congress 
when the new elected body meets 
next spring. 
Let the campaign be 


short, with the less talk the better. 
The only issu'e is whether our sena- 
tors and representatives have loyally 
supported the president in his ef- 
fcrts to win this war. Forget all 
eise.

DIVIDING GERMANY. 


Many of our people have enter- 


tained the hope that the German peo- 
ple would of their own accord rise 
in revolution, throw off the yoke of 
the military caste, and stop the war. 


Yet the German people seem per- 


fectly willing to profit by national 
piracy and treachery and brutality 
if they can. 
They need an object 


lesson that it pays to play fair. 


President Wilson's utterances have 


had some effect inside Germany to- 
ward creating revolutionary senti- 
ment But the masses of the people 
are held in such strict bondage that 
it is almost impossible for the spirit 
of revolt to get the least organiza- 
tion or headway. The moment such 
a spirit shows itself, the leaders are 
clapped into jail or sent to death in 
the advanced trenches. 


It will be very poor policy to 


place any reliance whatever on 
hopes of such a revolt in Germany. 
The more we think about that hoj 
the more we shaH slacken our pr<»p- 
aration for war to the finish. Noth- 
ing but force will beat anything into 
the German head. 


Nevertheless, 
our 
government 


should continue in the most quiet 
way possible, the endeavor to show 
the German people the truth about 
the war. It will not cause any such 
ojganized revolt as broke up Russia 
But if the German masses can be 
shown how grossly and cruelly they 
hare been deceived, they may lose 
some heart for the war, and a naiton 
that loses heart is never a winner.

Somewhere in France, April 4.—

my part, and then consign this to the 
care of Uncle Sam, and if the sub- 
marines don't interfere in the course 
of a month you should get it. 


For reasons military, and reasons 


that are very necessary we are not 
permitted to write anything that 
could be construed as military infor- 
mation, so as most people do when 
confronted with such alternatives the 
conversation 
would turn to the 


weather. 


By some "strange co-incidence 11 


was sent to the 
same cainp and 


building with Frank L. Johnson, of 
our own Y. We here join our forces 
as we did-for some years in'the New- 
ark Association. Mr. Johnson is quite 
a veteran in the Y work in this 
camp as he is the oldest in point of 
actual service in the one place. As 
camp., secretary we have a Mr. Buell, 
who is field secretary" for the Y work 
in Michigan. 


Qur woik here is somewhat dif- 


ferent from the work in the states. 
The war department or perhaps 
it 


was General Pershing requested the 
k'Y" to take over the canteen work 
and it has done so, and most effi- 
ciently. I should judge. It is rather 
amusing to see some minister or pro- 
fessor or college president working 
here. For instance, vre have much 
work to prepare our "country store" 
for its patrons.

However, the men mentioned 
work with a will and we have many 
iheery hours together. 


This camp so it it reported, is one 


of France's best, and we are heing 
congratulated on our location. It is 
wonderfully located on a -slight hill 
and surrounding the camp is a series 
of hills, making the location not un- 
like that of Newark. Then we can. 
see for a long distance on clear days, 
and it is a great sight—the brown, 
newly plowed fields; 
green „ wheat 


fields, and the oddest sight is the 
way trees are trimmed for fire wood, 
leaving stumps which grow up again, 
to be trimmed again. The people are 
quaint in their old fashioned garb; 
—wooden shoes and long loose tun- 
ics; women wear a little lace some- 
thing or other on their-heads, and as 
far as I have seen, no hats. One pe- 
culiarity is that so many of the peo- 
ple especially older ones, have cotton 
stuffed in their ears. They seem to 
be subject to ear ache. Two days ago 
several of our Y men went for a 
walk looking for a certain chateau 
which we found. It was'a wonder- 
ful place and for scenery it surpassed 
anything I ever saw before. The cha- 
teau was not so great nor elaborate 
as some of our Newark homes, but 
the grounds were superb. Just about 
a mile away however, was the camp 
where men are preparing themselves 
for this great task of licking the Ger- 
mans. It would no doubt fee inter- 
esting to know much about our camp 
but that is forbidden. However, I i 
can tell some interesting experiences 
in doing our own work. I am getting 
to be quite an expert washer man.
